LETTER,^. 

SI  R, 

YOUR  Queftnns  to  me  concerning  the  late  Granted 
115,000/.  upon  Account  of  Arrears  in  his  prcfent 
MajeHy's  Civil  Liji  Revenues,  will,  in  a  great  Mea- 
fure,  be  anfwered  by  the  inclofed  Protefts  ;  where* 
in  you  will  find  the  principal  Arguments  relating  to  that  Mat- 
ter clearly  and  fully  flated;  but  as  you  defire  a  more  particular 
Information  upon  fome  Points  than  could  be  contained  in  Afts 
of  that  Kind,  I  lhall  endeavour  to  give  you  Satisfaftion  in  this 
Refpeft  5  and  in  order  to  it  obferve  how  the  Civil  Lift  Reve- 
nues were  fettled  upon  his  Majesty's  Royal  Predeceilors,  and  in 
tvhat  manner  they  are  now  fettled  on  his  prefent  Majefty. 

By  an  Aft  palled  in  the  9th,  and  10th.  Year  of  King  William^ 
the  Parliament  fettled  upon  him  for  Life  for  the  Ufes  of  his  Ci- 
vil Government  a  Sum  certain,  or  Rent  Charges  of  /even  bun* 
dred  thousand  Pounds  per  An.  to  arife  from  feveral.  Duties 
and  Revenues,  which  if  they  produced  more  than  that  Sum^ 
the  Surplus,  was  to  be  referved  for  the  Difpofition  ci  Parlia* 
ment ;  and  if,  by  any  Accident,  they  lhould  fall  lhort  of  that 
Sum  within  any  one  Year,  there  was  no  Obligation  on  the  Par* 
liament  to  maie  good  any  fuch  Deficiency. 

By  another  Aft  pafs'd  in  die  12th  and  13th  of  his  Reign 
the  Parliament  charged  192,400/.  per  Ann.  by  a  Deduftion 
of  3700/.  per  Week,  out  of  the  hereditary  and  temporary 
Excife,  Part  of  the  Revenues  granted  to  the  King  by  the  fcrm- 
er  Aft,  for  railing  a  Sum  of  Nioney  for  the  Pubiiek  Services  of 
the  Year,  and  then  lett  the  Revenues  and  Duties  to  the  King, 
'without  Account  for  any  Surplus,  as  well  as  without  any  Claim 
on  the  Publick  to  make  good  Deficifnces,  it  being  will  judg'd 
.  that  there  was  no  likelihood  of:  a  Surplus ,  aic^r  fuch  a  De- 
duSlion. 

Upon  King  William*  Death,  the  fame  Revenues  wrere  in 
the  fame  Manner  fettled  upou  Q.  Anne  tor  her.  Lita,  charged 
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Kkewife  with  the  Expenses  of  Management  and  to  be  without 
Account,  as  to  any  Surplus^  and  without  any  Claim  fir  a  Dfie- 
eiency ;  That  they  did  not  produce  one  Year  with  another,  upon 
?l  Medium,  during  the  whole  Courfe  of  her  Marefty's  Reign,  a 
clear  Sum  of  6oo,coo  L  is  beyound  Difpute;  and. this  Sum 
was  charged  as  in  the  former  Reign  with  3550c I.  for  Penfions 
Frorja  which  the  prefect  Civil  Lift  is  difcharged.     The  fame 
Revenues  were  in  the  fame  Manner  at  fir  ft  fettled  upon  his  late 
Majefty  K.  George  5  but  the  Parliament  foon  after  turn'd  that 
Settlement  into  a  Rent  Charge  ot  700,000  /.  per  Annum  \  and 
took  1 20,000  /.  per  Ann.  out  of  the  aggregate  Fund,  to  com- 
pleat  that  Rent  Charge,  which  was  to  commence  from  Mi- 
chaelmas 171 5  ;  and  if  the  Civil  Lift  Revenues,  with  that  ad- 
ditional 120,000/.  produced  more  than  the  700,000/.  the  Sur- 
plus was  to  be  accounted  for  to  the  Pufylick ;  and  it  was 
accounted  for  accordingly  froiji  Time  to  Time,  and  placed 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  ;  and  upon  a  Medium  of  the  whole 
Reign,  one  Year  with  another,  has  produced  65000/.  and  up- 
wards, and  in  the  five  laft  Years  near  100,000/.    Upon  this 
State  of  the  Revenues  it  was  propofed,  at  his  prefent  Majefty 's 
Acceffion  to  the  Throne,  by  the  honourable  Gentleman,  who 
now  prefides  at  the  Treafury,  that  the  feveral  Revenues  and  Du- 
ties fettled  for  the  Ufes  of  the  Civil  Government  in  the  late 
King's  Reign,  together  with  the   1 20,000  /.  out  of  the  ag- 
gregate Fund,  fhould  be  granted  to  his  Majefty,  not  in  the  Na- 
ture of  a  Rent  Charge,  but  abfolutejy  and  without  Account  ,•  ic 
being  afferted  by  the  fame  Gentleman*  that  they  would,  in  all 
Likelihood,  produce  at  leaft  800,000/.  per  Ann.  one  Year 
with  another  ;  and  one  principal  Motive  tor  this  Encreafe  of 
100,000  /.  per  Awt.  more  than  had  been  fettled  on  the  late 
King,  was  the  making  an  honourable  Provifion  for  all  the 
jRoyal  Family.    Thus  it  was  propofed,  understood,  and  agreed 
to,  by  the  Houfe  ;  but  when  the  Bill  was  brought  in  there  ap- 
peared the  Claufe,  which  hath  given  Occafion  to  this  late  Diipute ; 
how  this  Claufe  came  to  be  inferted,  fiuce  it  was  not  agreeable 
to  the  Refolution,    on  which  the  Bill  was  order'd  to  brought 
in,  nor  directed  by  any  fubleqoent  Inftruftion,  I  ihall  not  at  pre- 
confider  ;  but  muft  ailert,  that  fuch  a  Conftru&ion  as  j£  now 
put  upon  it  was  never  apprehended,  or  could  be  conceived,  by 
any  one  Gentleman  then  in  Parliament,  or  even  by  thofe  who 
'  inferted  this  Claufe. 

The  Cafe  ftands  thus :    By  the  Aft  of  the  firft  of  the  King, 
for  the  letter  Support  of  his  Majefty^  HouJbold}  and  of  the 
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Honour  and  Qigmty  of 'the  Crown  %f  Great  Britain,  his  Ma: 
jeity  is  to  enjoy  ail  tne  civil  Lift  Revenues,  with  the  120,000/. 
out  of  the  aggregate  Fund,  without  Account  for  any  Surphiffes, 
over  and  above  800,000/.  per  Annum,  however  conhderable 
they  may  happen  ro  be  in  any  Year  :  and  yet  the  Publick,  by  a 
Claufe  in  the  lame  A&,  is  to  make  good  Drfiriences ;  or  as  the 
Claufe  for  giving  the  1 15,000/.  has  conftrued  it,  any  Arrears 
of  thefe  Revenues  {landing  out  and  not  paid  into  the  E\cbe~ 
quer,  at  Midfummer  Day,  to  compleat  8oo,coo/.  per  Annum. 
Now  confidering  this  Cafe  on  the  Foot  of  a  tkfuiency  only, 
the  Difadvantage  to  the  Publick  will  appear  to  be  very  great. 
The  moft  confiderable  Branches  of  the  Civil  Lift  Revenues  are 
in  the  Nature  of  them,  liable  to  vary  from  Year  to  Year  ; 
the  Interruptions,  or  decay  ot  Trade  and  other  Acciients  muft 
necefiarily  leffen  the  Produce  of  the  Cufioms.  Other  Caufes 
may  in  the  Fame  Year  leilen  the  Produce  of  the  Excife.  The 
Publibk  is  to  make  good  the  Veficiences,  and  confequently 
the  Taxes  on  the  People  are  to  increafe  as  their  Lilies  and 
Misfortunes  do,  and  even  on  account  of  thofe  very  LcJies  and 
Misfortunes,  and  they  are  to  pay  more  as  they  grow  left  able 
to  pay  at  all  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  Crown  cannot  in  any  Event% 
receive  lefs  than  800,000  /.  per  Annum,  and  may  rften  have 
the  Benefit  of  a  Surplus  from  thofe  Caufes,  which  had  brought 
a  Burthen  on  the  People  ;  for  as  the  Importations  are  hindred 
in  one  Year,  they  will  according  to  the  Courfe  of  Trade  en- 
creafe  in  another. 

If  then  the  Difadvantage  to  the  People  is  fo  great,  by  tj^tr 
being  only  obliged  to  make  good  caufual  and  real  Defiremes, 
how  much  greater  muft  it  be  upon  the  prefent  ConftrucHo.nr'6f 
the  Claufe,  by  which  it  is  afterted  that  the  Publick  is  obliged 
to  compleat  whatever  Sum  is  wanting  of  the  full  800,000  L 
actually  received  into  the  Exchequer,  the  very  Midjummer  Dai 
the  Year  ends  ?  Altho3  there  are  Arrears  ftanding  out  in  Bills 
of  Exchange,  Money  in  the  Receivers  and  Collectors  Hands, 
more  than  fufficient  to  make  up  this  Sum  ;  and  it  is  evident 
that  it  is  imopflible  the  Taxes  can  be  collected,  much  left 
Remitted  to  the  Exrhequtr  in  London,  from  all  Parrs  of 
Great  Britain,  the  very  Day  upon  which  they  become  due», 
Thefe  are  fuch  Arrears  as  I  believe  there  is  noc  a  Man  it)  the 
Kingdom  but  will  agree,  that  the  Parliament  ^t  the  Time  of 
palling  this  Claufe,  neither  thought  nor  intended  lhould  ever  be 
made  good  by  the  People  :  For  thefe  are  fuch  Arrears,  as  it 
was  well  known,  muft  be  unavoidable  to  a  certain  Degree  in 
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every  Year,  and  may,  at  any  Time,  be  encreas'd  by  a  defiyifrg 
and  corrupt  TMteifter,  to  any  Sum  he  thinks  fit :  and  tin*, 
without  appearing  to  give  Dire&ions  to  his  Officers  of  the  Re- 
venue, but  by  a  bare  Connivance  only,  by  the  Negligence  of  a 
Tre  ifurer  in  not  quickning  Payments,  or  by  forgetting,  for 
many  Years,  whole  Branches  of  the  Revenue,  as  happen'd  noc 
long  ago,  in  the  memorable  Cafe  of  the  Hawkers  and  Ped- 
lar* ;  lb  that  let  the  Net  Produce  of  the  Revenues  be  never 
fo  great,  thefe  pretended  Arrears  are  to  be  made  good  by  the 
Land  Tax,  or  other  Supplies  of  the  Year.  Thus  the  well- 
known  Author  of  a  *  Pamphlet,  publifhed  in  the  Year  171 3. 
may  aflume  the  Merit  of  having  himfelf  accompliihed  what  he 
then  foretold,  and  feernd  to  apprehend  very  much,  that  a 
Land  or  Malt  Tax  might  be  made  at  laft  an  Hereditary  Reve* 
nue  for  the  Support  of  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the 
Crown. 

There  is  another  Method  of  making  the  Appearance  of  At- 
rears,  when  in  truth  there  are  none,  or  of  making  them  feem 
more  confiderable  than  they  really  are,  by  anticipating  part  of 
the  Revenues,  and  directing  the  paying  Money  out  of  the  r&» 
fpeflive  Offices  of  the  Receipt  of  the  Revenues,  for  the  Ufes 
of  the  Civil  Government  before  they  are  paid  into  the  Exche- 
quer ;  by  which  means  a  Parliament  may  be  milled,  as  might 
have  .happened  upon  this  Occafion,  if  fjme  Omiffions  in  the 
Accounts  delivered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treafury  had  not 
been  rectified  by  thofe  called  for  by  other  Gentlemen. 

This  Pra&ice  is  of  the  moft  dangerous  Confequence  to  the 
Publick ;  for  it  fubverts  all  the  wife  Regulations,  and  Checks 
eftabliihed  by  our  Anceftors,  for  the  due.  Collection  and  juft 
and  faithful  Difpofition  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown  ;  fince 
by  this  clandefline  Manner  of  ifluing  them,  the  Payments  do 
not  appear  upon  propper  Record,  as  the  Law  requires.  And 
the  Revenues  may  confequently  be  eafily  diflipated  and  not  ac- 
counted for  1  and  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  know  certainly 
what  the  Produce  or  Receipt  has  really  been,  without  making 
fuch  a  ftri£t  Scrutiny  as  a  confeious  Mini  ft  er  will  either  di- 
teftly  oppofe,  ot  endeavour  to  fruftrace  by  giving  Dire&ions  to 
perplex,  if  not  to  falfify  Accounts. 

To  ftate  both  thefe  Cafes  in  private  Life ;  Suppofe  you  had 
fettled  upon  your  Son  an  Eftate  which  was  to  anfwer  and  fatis*

Tennants  100/.  before  the  Rent  is  paid  to  the  Steward,  and 
this  Money  never  appears  in  the  Steward's  Account  5  is  this 
jp  be  deem'd^a  Deficiency,  and  the  Father  obligd  to  make  it 
good  ?  No  ;  tor  it  is  maiufeft  the  Son,  in  this  Cafe,  would  have 
6do  /.  a  Year  ;  and  is  it  not  as  plain  in  the  other  Cafe,  that  if 
at  the  End  of  the  Year  your  Son  had  received  only  400  /.  in 
Money,  though  the  Tenants  had  paid  their  full  Rent,  and  tb£ 
remaining  100  7.  was  ftanding  $ut  in  a  Bill  of  Exchange,  or 
in  the  Stewards  Hands  in  the  Country,  ihould  you  think  your- 
felf  obliged  to  pay  him  the  100/.  nay,  to  pay  it  after  he  had 
a£lually  received  it  in  Money  by  Payment  of  the  Bill  of  Ex- 
change,  or  from  the  Hands  of  the  Steward?  and  yet  this 
is  axa£lly  the  prefent  Cafe,  as  I  ihall  ihow  prefently;  but  I 
think  it  neceffary  firft  to  acquaint  you  with  the  Steps  taken  up- 
on this  Occafion. 

The  firft  Step  taken  in  this  Affair  was  by  a  Motion  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treafury,  for  an  Addrefs  to  the  King  that 
the  proper  Officers  might  be  dire&ed  to  lay  before  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  an  Account  of  the  Produce  of  the  Civil  Lift  Reve- 
nues within  the  Year  from  Midfummer  1727,  to  Midfummer 
1728,  over  and  above  the  annual,  weekly,  or  other  Payments 
and  Incumbances,  thereon,  and  over  and  above  all  Grants  made 
by  any  of  his  Majefty's  Predeceffors. 

Though  the  Defign  of  this  Motion  was  eafily  apprehended* 
yet  it  was  a  Surprize  to  many  Gentlemen  that  it  ihould  be  made 
fo  late  in  the  Seflion,  and  after  the  Recefs  of  Eafter,  and  when 
It  was  generally  underftood  that  there  was  no  further  Demand 
of  Money  to  be  made;  fince  it  related  to  an  Account  faid  by 
the  Gentlemen,  who  made  the  Motion,  to  have  been  clofed  at 
at  Midfummer  1 728,  and  confequently  proper  in  every  Ref- 
f eft  (it  at  all)  to  have  been  brought  in  very  early  in  the  Sef- 
fion,  and  to  have  been  confidered  in  a  full  Houfe ;  but  the 
Surprize  of  Gentlemen  was  ftill  greater,  when  the  Accounts 
were  laid  before  the  Houfe,  and  it  appeared,  that,  contrary  to 
the  Words  of  Addrefs,  and  the  King's  Anfwer,  they  were 
made  up  not  upon  the  real,  Net  Produce  of  the  Revenues, 
but  upon  jgjiiTwas  called  the  NefJieceipt  within  the  Year, 
and  that  this  material  Alteratio^-was  made  by  Direilions  from 
the  Treafury  and  by  Letters  writ  to  the  everal  Offices  by  the 
fame  Genfiam&n,  who  had  moved  the  Addrefs  for  the  Pro- 
duce.    It  was  therefore  moved  that  thefe  Papers  ihould  be

referred  to  %  private  Committee,  with  Power  to  (end  For  fuch 
<*her  Accounts,  and  to  call  before  them  and  examine  fueh  Offir 
cers  of  the  Revenue  as  they  judg'd  neceflary,  and  then  to ,  re- 
port to'  the  Houfe  a  true  State  of  the  Fad,  and  whether  it  did 
appear  to  them  that  there  really  was  fuch  a  Deficiency  in  the 
JProdnre  of  the  Chi!  Lift  Revenues,  as  the  AEl  requires 
flisuld  be  made  good. 

But  this  Motion  was  oppos'd  by  the  Gentleman  at  the  Head 
if  the  Treasury  and  the  Secratary,  who  deliver'd  thefe  Ac- 
Jcoums.  When  the  Gentlemen,  who  made  this  Motion,  were 
Yefufed  this  Committee,  (an  Indulgence,  it  was  hoped>  would 
have  been  thought  reafonable  in  a  Cafe  of  fuch  Intricacy  and 
Confluence.)  Then  they  begg'd  that  at  lead  it  might  be 
confider'd  in  a  full  Houfe;  that  all  Leave*  of  Abfence  might 
fee  revok'd,  and  the  Members  fummoned  to  attend,  as  bad 
been  ufuai  upon  Bufiiiels  of  lefs  Importance  •  but  this  was  like- 
wife  refufcd,  being  oppofed  by  the  faid  Two  Gentlemen. 

The  Members,  who  had  been  fo  unfuccefsful  in  thefe  Moti- 
ons, then  moved  for  feveral  Accounts  from  the  Offices ;  and  be- 
ing afterwards  appreheniive  of  not  obtaining  thefe  Accounts  in 
Time,  they  moved  for  the  Attendance  of  the  Commiihoners  of 
Cuftoms  and  Excife,  the  PoikMafters  General  and  other  Officers 
'of  the  Revenue,  in  order  to  have  all  the  Light  they  could  pod 
fibly  obtain,  in  an  Affair  they  thought  of  the  utmoft  Impor- 
tance. 

I  Will  not  trouble  you  with  the  many  Differences  and  Con- 
"tradiftions  which  there  are  between  all  the  Accounts  firfi  belive- 
red  from  the  refpeftive  Offices,  and  the  Account  from  the  Ex- 
chequer, nor  the  particular  Differences  between  them  and  the 
laft  Accounts  which  were  called  for,  and  are  in  fome  Inftances 
very  extraordinary  ;  but  you  will  fee  the  Alteration  they  make 
in  the  general  Ballance  of  the  Account,  by  the  annex'd  Ab- 
Jiraft,  which  is  farther  undeniably  confirmed  by  the  remarkable- 
Ref ->lution  which  the  Houfe  came  to  after  the  Examination 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Reven?ie,^nd  comparing  together  the 
different   Accounts  brought   upon  this  Occafion. 

liv  the  Account  brought  in  and  fign'd  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
'Tre'ifury,  the  115,000/.  is  Mated  as  a  Deficiency.  In  the  Re* 
faction  and  in"  the  the 'Claufe  of  Appropriation,  it  is  called  an 
Arrear,  and  an  Arrear  to  be  replaced  and  refunded.  By  the 
annex'd  Accouiit  you  will  "find  there  was  fo  far  from  being  a 
'f)i'ff<e-?cy,  that  the  produce  of  the  Year  was  pi  2,649/.  of  which 
708,  'tt&t  was  a£Ur.il!y  voceived  in  Money  in  London  before  Mid- 
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fummcr,  1728.    Received  fince  in  Money  128,11^  /.  and  (had- 
ing out  in  Arrears  in  April  iaft  76,165  /.  which  whenever  they 
come  111  muft  be  accounted  as  the  Produce  of  that  Year,    from 
Midfummer,  172/,  to  Midfummer,  1728.     It  docs  not  indeed 
appear  by  the  Accounts  laid  before  the  Two  Hoafes,    at  what 
Times  the  Arrears  were  paid  in,  as  it  might  have  done,    if  all 
the  Accounts  called  for  had  been  given  ;  but  from  the  Nature  of 
the  Arrears,  fuch  as  Bills  of  Exchange,  Money  in  the  Hands  ot 
Receivers,  or  Charges  by  them  made  in  their  Accounts  for  Du- 
ties incurred,  it  is  certain  the  greateft  Patt  muft  have  been  paid 
within  6  Weeks,  or  foxier,  after  Midfummer,  1728  ;  fo  thai  the 
Crown  gives  Credit  to  its  own  Efface  for  a  few  Weeks  only  ; 
whereas  by  this  Claufe,    according  to  the  moft  plauiible  Con- 
ftru&ion,    which  has  been  endeavoured  to  be  put  upon  it,  the 
Publick  is  to  lend  his  Majefiy  1 15,000/.  without  Intereft  during 
his  Life  ,•    and  how  unlikely  this  Money  is  to  be  ever  replaced 
without  a  manifeft  Injury  to  the  Servants  and  other  Creditors  of 
the  Crown  at  the  Time  of  the  Demife,  need  not  be  explained  to 
thofe,   who  have  felt  or  heard  of  LofTes  of  the  feme  Kind  upon 
the  late  Demife  ;  and  that  fome  People  never  intend  it  lhould  be 
repaid,  I  think  appears  plainly  by  their  oppoling  the  Motion  that 
was  made  to  repay  this  Sum  out  of  the  growing  annual  Surplus  of 
the  Revenues  above  800,000/*  a  Year. 

I  hope  you  will  excufe  my  Endeavours  to  give  you  the  foiled 
Information  I  could  upon  fome  Points  5  although  it  has  una- 
voidably led  me  to  repeat  fome  Things,  which  are  much  better 
cxpreiied  in  the  Protefis.  And  now  give  me  Leave,  in  as  thort 
and  clear  a  Manner  as  I  can,  to  fet  this  Matter  before  you. 

The  Revenues  granted  to  King  William,  and  granted  only 
towards  the  End  of  his  Reign,  were  limifed  to  700,060  /.  and 
foon  afcererwards  reduced.  It  is  likewife  certain  that  thofe 
granted  to  the  late  Queen  did  not  amount,  one  Year  with  ano- 
ther, to  600,000/.  out  of  which  in  the  firft  Eight  Years  of  her 
Reign,  ilie  gave  to  the  Ufe  of  the  War,  and  other  Publick 
Occalions,  above  700,000/.  The  late  King  had  700,000/.  a 
Year,  out  of  which  100,000/.  was  fettled  upon  his  prefent 
Majefty  then  Prince  of  Wales.  His  prefent  Mujerty's  Revenues 
are  8oo,oco/.  a  Year  at  leaft  ;  and  it  muft  be  remembred,  thac 
the  Grants  of  Penfions  in  former  Reigns  amounting  to  35,5000/. 
ftr  Ann.  which  were  paid  out  of  the  Civil  Lift  duing  the  Reign 
of  King  William,  Queen  An?zey  and  his  late  Majefty  until 
feme  few  Years  before  his  Death,  and  were  then,  by  feme 
Words  inferred  at  the  End  of  a  Claufe  in  a  Revenue  Act, 
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charged  upon  the  Pgblick  :  This  Charge  being  therefore  taten 
from  the  Crown,  mufi  be  reckoned  as  fo  much  Encreafe  to  its 
Revenue.

If  we  add  to  thi^the  Land  Revenues,  which  are  anticipated 
by  Debentures,  Fines1  and  Forfeitures  •  the  Sales  of  Wood, 
which  were  always  accounted  forih  the  late  Queen  s  Time  ;  the 
Principality  of  Wales  ;  all  the  Civil  Lift  Revenues  of  Scotland \ 
of  all  which  there  is  neither  any  Account  of  Produce  or  Difpor 
fition  :  It  muft  be  granted,  'that  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown 
for  this  Year  at  leaft,  were  more  than  a  Land  Tax  at  2  s.  in 
the  Pound. 

Befides,  as  this  Revenue  was  given  for  making  an  honourable 
Provifion  for  the  whole  Royal  Family,  and  his  Royal  Highnefs 
the  Prince  of  Wales  (  who  now,  to  our  great  Joy,  is  amongft 
us)  continued  abroad  during  this  Year,  the  Expence  of  100,000/. 
which  was  the  Revenue  his  prefent  Majefty  enjoy 'd,  when  Prince 
of  Wales,  was  for  this  Time  faved  to  the  Crown. 

Before  I  conclude,  I  muft  acquaint  you,  that  feveral  of  the 
moft  material  Accounts  not  being  brought  in  till  late  the  Night 
before,  and  fome  the  fame  Morning  ,  it  was  moved  that  con* 
liJering  there  had  been  no  time  for  perufing  them,  and  the 
Fatigue  Gentlemen  had  undergone  the  Day  before  upon  a  very 
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W  Attendance  on  an  Elle&ion  at  the  Bar,  it  was  moved  that 
the  farther  Confideration  of  this  Affair  might  be  adjourn'd  to 
another  Day  :  but  this  was  not  agreed  to  ;  and  after  the  Ex- 
amination of  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Cuftoms  and  Excife, 
the  PofTrrwfter  General  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Revenue, 
which  lafted  till  part  Nine  at  Night,  it  was  again  propos'd,  with 
the  fame  ill  Succefs,  to  adjourn  the  farther  Confideration  oFthis 
Affair  till  the  next  Morning.

tisfy  to  his  Majefty  during  his  Life,  the  yearly  Sum  of 
800,0c:?  /.  per  Annum,  in  clear  Money,  to  be  computed  from 
the  25th  Day  of  June,  1727.  then  and  in  fuch  Cafe,  the 
(aid  Sum  of  115,000/.  lhall  be  replaced  and  rcfounded  by, 
or  put  of  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  ot  Money  fo  (landing  out,  or 
in  Arrears,  as  aforefaid,  as  lhall  be  more  than  fufficient  to 
compleat  the  faid  yearly  Sum  of  800,000  /.  in  clear  Money, 
to  be  computed  as  aforefiid,  or  fo  much  thereof,  as  the 
Monies  ari/ing  thereby  lhall  extend  to  fatisfy  the  fame ;  and 
that  the  Moijies  fo  to  be  replaced  or  refounded,  lhall  be 
feparated  and  kept  apart  in  his  Majefty's  Exchequer,  for  the 
Ufe  and  Benefit  of  the  Publick,  and  lhall  not  be  iffued  or 
applied  to  any  other  Ufe,  or  Ufes,  than  fuch  as  lhall  be 
dire&ed  by  Authority  of  Parliament.

The  Oueftion  was  put,  whether  thofe  Words  lhall  ftand

It  was  refolved  in  the  Affirmative. 
Dififentient. 

I.  Becaufe  we  apprehend,  that  this  part  of  the  Claufe  is 
neither  founded  on  the  Words  of  the  Act  to  which  it  refers, 
nor  warranted  by  any  Conftruflion  thereof  ;  for  the  Pro- 
vision made  in  that  A  A  is,  that  whenever  the  Produce  of 
the  feveral  Duties  and  Revenues  thereby  granted,  appears 
to  be  fo  deficient,  that  within  any  one  Year  it  lhall  not  be 
fufficient  to  anfwer  and  fatisfy  the  Sum  ot  800,000/.  then, 
and  not  in  any  other  Cafe,  fuch  Deficiency  is  to  be  made 
good  out  of  the  next  Aids  of  Parliament.  As  this  A£t 
therefore  provides  only  for  a  real  Deficiency  of  the  Produce^ 
and  not  for  any  Arrear  in  the  Receipt  within  the  Year, 
as  it  has  appeared  by  the  Acrounts  laid  before  this  Houfe, 
that  the  real  Produce  was  confiderably  more  than  fufficient 
to  a\ifwer  the  Sum  of  800,000  /.  We  think  there  can  be 
no  Colour  to  affirm  that  there  has  been  any  fuch  Defici- 
ency as  the  Aft  can  be  fuppofed  to  provide  for.  'phis 
from  the  Words  ot  the  Claufe,  which  dire&s  ,  appears 
tion  of  the  Sum  of  115,000/.  for,  and  upon  e  Applir*- 
Arrears;  and  we  cannot  conceive  the  Arrears  Account  0f 
this  Claufe,  and  the  Deficiency  defcribed  in  t  Provided  for

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one  and  the  fame  Thing  f  Since,  if  they  could  be  fo  un- 
derftood,  the  Provifion  in  the  Claufe  would  have  been  made 
agreeable  to  the  Words  of  the  Aft,  which  relate  to  a  De* 
ficiencj  only;  and  it  would  be  highly  unjuft  to  his  Majefty, 
to  direct  die  Sum  of  115,000/.  to  be  refounded  to  the  Pub* 
lick  at  any  Time,  or  under  any  Conditions :  For  it  there 
had  been  a  real  Deficiency,  the  Grant  to  his  Majefty  Ihould 
he  abfolute,  ai:d  the  Sum  of  115,000/.  would  legally  belong 
to  him ;  fo  that  this  Claufe  either  takes  from  "his  Majefty 
what  we  have  no  Right  to  take,  or  it  gives  him,  which,  as 
we  apprehend,  he  has  no  Right  to  claim ;  As  we  cannot 
then  confider  the  Sum  to  be  given,  either  for  a  real  Defi- 
ciency founded  on  the  Civil  Lift  Aft,  or  that  it  can  be  war- 
ranted by  the  faid  Aft  as  a  fuppofed  Arrear ;  We  conceive 
to  be  as  a  ?zew  Grant  to  his  Mjefty,  and  a  new  Burthen 
on  the  People,  which  does  not  appear  to  us  to  have  been 
demanded  by  the  Crown ;  and  confequently  not  to  have 
palled  according  to  the  Forms  hitherto  praftifed  and  requi- 
site in  all  fuch  Cafes. 

2.  This  Gkufe  appears  to  us  unreafonable  on  many  Ac- 
counts. As  there  was  no  real  Deficiency  at  Midfummer,  Z728. 
to  which  Time  the  Account  is  flared,  fo  neither  is  there  any 
Arrear  at  the  lime,  when  this  new  Supply  is  granted;  but 
whole  Sum  ot  830,002/.  and  considerably  more  was  come 
his  Majefty 's  Coffers,  and  he  was  confequently  in  Pofleflioii 
:  very  Money,  the  fuppofed  Arrear  of  which  is  made  good 
Sim  by  this  Claufe.  Thus  it  teems  to  us,  that  the  Nation  is 
1  ,deu,  not  to  compleat,  but  to  augment  die  Sum  defigned  for 
his  Majefty 's  Civil  Lift,  and  this  at  a  Time  when  the  Pnblick 
Debt*  are  encreafed,  when  the  Taxes  are  heavily  felt  in  all 
Parts  «.  f  the  Country,  when  our  foreign  Trade  is  incumbered 
and  diminilhed,  when  our  Manufaftors  decay,  when  ou^  Poor 
daily  Multiply,  and  when  many  other  national  Calamities  fur- 
round  us.  Thefe  Confiderations  are  in  themfelves  very  mo. 
ving,  and  we  apprehend  that  they  muft  appear  Wronger,  when.it 
iliili  be  turther  coniidered  that  his  Majefty  would  be  fo  far  from 
wanting  any  of  thefe  extraordinary  Supplies,  that  even  without 
the  Proviiion  in  the  Civil  Lift  Aft  for  making  good  Denciences 
he  would  be  pofleffcd  of  a  far  greater  Revenue  than  K.  William^ 
Q.  Ahner  or  even  his  late  Majefty  enjoyed  :  and  yet  his  prefent 
Majef!;-  then  Prince  of  Wales,  received"  out  of  the  Civil  Lift 
Revenues,  during  the  Reign  of  thefate  King,  ioo,cco/*  fey 


Annum,  bcfides  the  entire  Revenues  of  the  Principality  of 
Wales,  and  Dutchy  of  Cornwall,  whereas  it  does  not  appear  to 
us,  that  the  like  Sum  of  ioo,coo/,  fer  Annum,  or  even  the 
Revenues  of  the  Principality  of  Wales,  have  yet  been  fettled 
on  his  prefent  Royal  Highnefs. 

?y  We  cannot  but  be  extreamly  apprehenfive  of  the  many  ill 
Confequenees  which  may  follow  irom  a  Grant  of  Money  to  the 
Crown,  fo  ill-grounded  and  fo  unreafonable  as  we  conceive  this 
to  be.     The  Advantage  in  Favour  of  his  Majefty,  eftabliihed 
by  the  Civil  Lift  Aft,  is  very  great ;  fince  if  the  Produce  of  the 
Revenues  granted  and  appropriated  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Civil  Lift 
does  not  anfwer  the  yearly  Sum  of  8oo,ooc  /.  the  Deficiency  is 
to  be  made  good  to  his  Mdjefty  by  the  Publick,  where  &  no  Pro* 
vifionis  made,  by  which,  if  the  Produce  of  thofe  Revenues  ex- 
ceeds the  Sum  of  800,000  1.  the  Surplus  lhall  accrue  to  the  Bene- 
fit of  the  Publick.    By  this  precedent,  not  only  real  Deficiences 
are  to  be  made  good,  but  fupplies  are  to  be  given  for  Arrears 
ftanding  out  the  End  of  every  Year,  and  not  only  for  Arrears 
ftanding  out,  but  even  for  Arrears  which  lhall  come  in  before 
the  Supplies  can  be  granted,  tho*  the  Supply  given  to  make  good 
Arrears  in  one  Year,  will  certainly  encreafe  the  Surplufiges  in  a- 
hother  ;  when  we  confider  the  Method  which  has  of  obtained  an- 
ticipating the  Revenues,  before  they  come  into  the  Exchequer, 
contrary  to  the  ancient  and  legal  Pra&ice ;  when  we  refled  in 
what  Manner  thefe  Accounts  have  been  made  up,  and  in  what 
Manner  they  have  been  brought  in,  we  cannot  but  apprehend 
that  a  Door  is  opened  by  this  Precedent  tor  laying  new  and  ex* 
ceilive  Charges  on  the  Nation  ;  the  Revenues  appropriated  to 
the  Ufes  of  his  Majefty's  Civil  Lift    are  fubjeft  in  their  own 
Nature  to  vary,    and  even  when  there  is  no  Vtfici&ttj  in  the 
Produce  there  may  be  Arrears  in  the  Receipt.       i  hefe  Arrears 
may  eafily  be  increafed  by  the  Management  of  defigning  Mini- 
sters, by  private  Dire£Uons  to  Receivers,  and  by  artful  Methods 
ef  ftating  the  Accounts ;  from  all  which,  we  cannot  but  ap- 
prehend, that  now  this  Precedent  is  made,  we  may  have  fre- 
quent Account  of  Arrears,  and  a  grievous,  and  even  intolerable 
Load  may  be  brought  on  the  Nation  in  a  lhort  Time  ;  and  we 
are  perfuaded  that  his  Majefty  can  have  no  Satisfa£Uon  in  finding 
his  Court  abound  in  Wealth,  whilft  he  may  undergo  the  Mor- 
tification of  feeing  his  People  reduced  to  Porverty  ;  neither  can 
we  conceive  that  the  latter  Part  of  the  Claufe  is  in  any  Degree 
an  adequate  Provilion  againft  the  Evil  we  complain  of,  or  the 
Apprehensions  we  entertain  \  for  an  Account  to  be  made  up 
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at  his  MajenVs  Demife,  will  not  prevent  the  Confequences  of 
this  Precedent  during  his  Life  •  .and  as  we  hope  that  hs  Reign 
will  be  long,  fo  we  may  be  allowed  to  fear,  that  even  during  the 
Continuance  of  it,  this  extraordinary  Method  ofencreafing  his 
Majefly's  private  Revenue  (  already  very  apt )  may  prove  a 
Sourfe  of  general  Difcontent,  which  is  but  too  ample  to  pro- 
duce great  Difeffeftion.

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idly.  Becaufe  the  Revenue  for  defraying  the  Fxpences  cF 
his  Mnjefty's  Civil  Government,  being  coniiderably  more  ample 
than  that  of  his  Predeceilors  ;  we  flatter'd  ourfelves  that  the 
PubJick  would  not  have  been  called  upon  again  in  fo  lhort  a 
Time,  to  make  an  Addition  to  that  liberal  Proviiion  for  the 
Crown,  though  there  had  been  fbme  finall  deficiency  in  fome  of 
the  Duties  appropriated  to  the  Service  of  it  :  But  this,  id  our. 
Opinions,  is  fo  far  from  being  the  Cafe,  that  we  are  firmly 
perfuaded,  if  wc  had  agreed  to  this  Bill,  with  that  part  of  the 
Clanfe,  We  ihould  have  confented  to  a  Grant  of  a  new  Aid, 
and  not  to  make  good  the  deficiency  on  an  old  one ;  fince  it

6tbly>  Becaufe  we  obferve  that  whenever  a  Supply  for  the 
Civil  Lift  hath  been  ask'd  in  Parliament,  it  has  caus'd  great 
Uneafinefs  in  the  Nation,  tho*  demanded  from  the  Crown  it- 
felf;  and  apoo  Pretences,  in  our  Opinion,  more  juftifiable,  and 
at  times lefs  unfeafonable  than  this;  when,  notwithstanding  pur 
moft  prevailing  Methods  of  Negotiation,  the  Fate  of  Europe*, 
as  far  as  we  arc  enabled  to  judge,    is  ftill  in  Sufqenfe,    and  we 
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labour  under  Difficulties  that  unavoidably  attend  fuch  a  doubt- 
ful, and  undetermined  Situation  of  Our  Affairs  Abroad,  wheri 
the  Complaints  of  the  People  at  Home  are  general  and  loud* 
and  as  we  fear,  too  well  founded  on  Account  of  their  Poverty 
and  other  Calamities,  with  which  they  have  been  long  afflifled, 
and  when  for  that  Reafon  it  appears  to  Us  to  be  not  only  a 
proper  Clemency,  but  true  Policy  too,  to  avoid  giving  them 
the  leaft  Ground  to  apprehend,  that  the  Parliament  by  laying 
unneceffary  Burthens  upon  them,  may  it  felt  become  one  of 
their  Grievances. 

Jtbly,  Becaufe  this  Attempt,  when  we  confider  it  in  all  its 
Circumftances,  as  far  as  appears  to  us,  is  without  Example, 
and  we  dread  left  it  fhould  be  made  one,  and  laid  hold  of  as  a 
Precedent  hereafter,  if  ever  the  Nation  fhould  have  the  Mis- 
fortune to  fee  a  lavilh,  weak  and  rapacious  Miniftry,  armed 
with  great  Power,  defirous  to  raife  fuch  extraordinary  Supplies 
in  Parliament,  in  fuch  extraordinary  ways,  more  in  reality  to 
fupport  their  own  inconfiderate  and  pernicious  Schemes,  than 
the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  Crown.
